Ireland Under the Georges | 


My colleague, the Literary Editor, tells 
me that Professor Constantia Maxwell’s 
new book, “ Country and Town in Ireland 
under the Georges,’’ is due to come from 
the publishers in May, and; having 
already enjoyed her picture of Dublin 
under the Georges, I am looking forward 
to her account of how the rest of the 
country fared in those colourful times. 

Professor Maxwell is a specialist in this 
period of history, but what is even .more 
necessary from the reader's point of view, 
she has the gift of being able to put it on 
paper in a very charming way. 

Her latest book, described, I am told, as 
‘a social history of Ireland in the 
eighteenth century, ” is largely an account 
of the manner of diving among the Anglo: 
Irish gentry, their social life, their houses 
and their activities as landlords, for it 
was a century of Protestant ascendancy 
and domination. The Cromwellian con- 
fiscations and the wars of William ITI. had 
given them land and money, and the 
native Irish, already despoiled of their 
lands and their money, were being held in 
safe subjection by the Penal Laws.
